S.R.O. 281. — The tallowing draft of certain rules regulating the division of 
Ranlkhet Cantonment into Wards for the purpose of holding elections in the said 
Cantonment and the determination of the number of members to be elected by 
each Ward, which it is proposed to make in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clauses (a) and (b) of section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1921 (II of 1924), is 
published, as required by the said section, for the information of all persons likely 
t'o be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken 
into consideration on or after the 8th August 1953. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person through 
the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Eastern Command, with respect to the 
said draft before the date specified will be considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ranikhet 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1953. 

(2) They shall come into force at once, 

2. Division of Cantonment into Wards— For the purpose of elections to the 
Cantonment Board, the Ranikhet Cantonment shall be divided into the following 
Wards : —

3. Boundaries of Wards .— The boundaries of each of the wards shall be as speci- 
fied in the Schedule to these Rules, 

4. Number of members to be elected . — The number of members to be elected

(Boundaries of Wards — see rule 3 ) 

Ward No, 1 to elect one member. 

House No. 134 to house No, 169. — From House No. 134 situated at the junction 
of P.W.D. and Khari Bazar roads the boundary runs along the Khari Bazar road 
in northernly direction to house No. 169. 

House No, 513B to Alma Villa. — From house No. 518B the boundary runs in 
westernly direction along the P.W.D. road to Alma Villa. 

Alma Villa to house No, 43. — From Alma Villa the boundary runs in easternly 
direction along the M.E.S. road to house No. 43. 

House No, 43. to house No. 134, — From House No. 43 the boundary runs along 
foot path in u northernly direction to house No. 134. 

Ward No, 2 to elect one member. 

House No. 447 to ho u se No. 415. — From house No. 447 situated at the junction 
of P.W.D. and Khari Bazar roads the boundary runs along the Khari Bazar road 
in northernly directions to house No. 415 situated at the junction of Khari Bazar 
and Shiv Mandir roads. 

House No, 415 to Kiosk No. 86.— From house No. 415 the boundary runs in an 
■easternly direction along the back lane of Zaruri Bazar and via kiosk No. 66 to the 
Junction of Harkishan and P.W.D. roads. 

Junction of Harkishan road to house No. 43.— From junction of Harkishan road 
the boundary runs along Harkishan road in a south-wcsternly direction to house 
No. 43. 

House No. 43 to house No. 134. — From house No. 43 the boundary runs along 
the foot path to north-easternly direction to house No. 134. 

Ward No. 3 to elect two members Including one seat reserved for Scheduled 
Caste candidate. 

C.B.P. 7 to 58. — From C.B.P. No. 7 situated near P.W.D. road the boundary runs 
in north-easterniy direction via C.B.P. No, 8 to C.B.P. No. 58, i ^ 

C.B.P. No. 58 to kiosk No. 66.— From C.B.P. No. 58 the boundary runs along 
Dhobi Ghat path to Dulikhet parade ground through the junction of P.W.D. and 
Harkishan roads. From this junction the boundary ruhs first along P.W.D. road and 
then along Shiv Mandir road and back lane of Zaruri Bazar to kiosk No. 66. 

Kiosk No 66 to house No. 518B. — From kiosk No. 66 the boundary runs In 
westernly direction along Shiv Mandir road to house No. 518B. 

House No. 51 8B to C.B.P. No. 7. — From house No. 518B the boundary runs In 
westernly direction along P.W.D. road to C.B.P. No. 7. 

Ward No. 4 to elect one member. 

C.B.P. No. 7 to 58.— From C.B.P. No. 7 the boundary runs in an easternly direc- 
tion along the P.W.D. road to Alma Villa where it joins the M.E.S. road. From this 
junction the boundary runs in easternly direction along M.E.S. road via Civil Court 
upto the junction of Harkishan and P.WD. roads near Dulikhet parade ground. 
From this junction the boundary runs along Dhobi Ghat path in sourth-easternly 
direction to C-B.P. No. 58. 

CB.P No. 58 to 7. — From C.B.P. No. 58 the boundary runs along the Canton- 
ment boundary via C.B.P. No. 59 to No 111 and then from No. Ill to No. 1 and 

then on to No. 7. 

The Nagpani and Upat areas are also included in this ward.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
ment's Act. 1924 (II of 1924) and In supersession of the notification of the Govern- 
ment of India, Jn the Ministry of Defence No. 2226, dated the 18th December, 

1948, the Cantonment Board, Lucknow, with the previous sanct!on_ of the Central 
Government hereby imposes a tax on all buildings and houses situated in the 
Lucknow Cantonment at the rate of 10 per cent, of the annual value of the build- 
ings and houses, payable by the owner thereof half-yearly in advance on the 
1st October of each financial year. 

Provided that the tax shall not be levied on any building or house the annual 
value of which does not exceed rupees thirty.
